The entries to the St. Louis Stakes which 
closed January 14, flatteringly attest the popu- 
larity of the track and its management with 
western owners. In aggregate they exceed 
those of last year although the Derby of 1900 
shows the same falling off, as compared with 
this year’s Derby, that was noticeable in the 
cases of the Latonia and Memphis Derbys. On 
the whole, however, the entries all around are 
eminently satisfactory and St. Louisans are 
bound to witness tine racing during the progress 
of the meeting of 1899.

His Lordship, the much touted Rayon d’Or — 
Sallie McClelland colt, belonging to Mrs. Byron 
McClelland and her brother, John Smith, is be- 
ing galloped over the turf by Mr. Smith at his 
farm in this county, says a Lexington special. 
The colt is entered in the principal events of 
the year, including the Kentucky and Tennessee 
Derbys. He promised last spring to be wonder- 
fully speedy, but he never fulfilled what was 
expected of him. He is somewhat settled now 
and looks well. He will be prepared fora hard 
campaign. 

Ways and Means, also owned by Mrs. McClel- 
land and Mr. Smith, is looking well. The horse 
was tired in the east last fail and left in charge 
of Dr. Sheppard, the veterinarian, and returned 
home last month. His lameness has long since 
disappeared, and Mr. Smith believes he will 
train well. Mr. Smith also has a number of 
two-year-olds owned solely by himself, from 
which he expects good results this season. One 
of them is a bay colt, by Bermuda— Laura 
Stone, for which he paid $1,000 at the sale of 
Mrs. McClelland’s yearlings in the east last 
year. Mr. Smith will take all of his horses to 
Louisville the first of the month. — Cincinnati 
Enquirer. 

The list of stakes on the Northern Racing 
Circuit will be issued about February 3. The 
most valuable one will be the International 
Derby at Fort Erie, worth $2,500. Plans for the 
new club house at the Bel-Air track have been 
selected and the building will be ready for the 
June meeting. Many other important altera- 
tions and improvements will also be made at 
the Montreal track, thoroughly modernizing 
the outfit.— Canadian Sportsman.

“In speaking of turf matters today Mr. Gray 
said: ‘ “Umbrella” McGuigan, who, you remem- 
ber, threw up the sponge and quit the track 
last summer, notified me yesterday by letter 
from Hot Springs that he would be here Mon- 
day with a bunch of ten two-year-olds, and re- 
questing that stable room be reserved for him. 
Mr. McGuigan knew he couldn’t quit horse 
racing. He knows as well as I do, or at least 
thinks he does, that he is going to astonish the 
racing world at every place he enters with some 
phenomenal colt, and. thinking over the matter, 
forces him to try the experiment, and will con- 
tinue to repeat the same dose. No, as long as 
Me lives, his familiar figure will be seen on the 
racecourse. 

“ ‘Jim Cushing of Minneapolis, says he won’t 
be here this year, because his cabio was burned 
down last Thanksgiving day. He wrote me he 
wouldn’t come unless the association would 
move the clubhouse on the site of his former 
building, thus enabling him to close his eyes 
and dream of fat purses he never won. I look 
for him to unload here in about two weeks. 
Headley will also get in within the next two 
weeks as will four or five other well known 
stables.’ 

“The winds of the past few months have razed 
the betting shed at the track to the ground ; but 
it is the purpose of the new owners to construct 
a new grandstaud and a poolroom commensur- 
ate with the dignity of a first class track, will, 
of course, be included. No derby will be run at 
the forthcoming meeting, three big stake races, 
it is understood, being preferable.
